Galveston, Texas, July 21.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The unidentified woman 
found on the beach just inside the 
city limits today remained uniden- 
tified at a late hour tonight, and 
after a day of changing opinion the 
belief now is growing the was the 
unfortunate Beatrice Nelms, missing 
from her Atlanta home for more 
than a month. 

The murdered woman had been 
under the sand and water for so 
long it was hard to determine a 
mumber of essential points in the 
description.

WILSON ORDERS 
NEW RAVEN Sull 


Besides Civil Suit, Presi- 
dent Orders “Criminal As- 
pects of the Case” Laid 
Before Federal Grand Jury. 


Washineton, July 21.—The long con- 
tinued effort to untangle the New 
Haven railroad without litigation camé 
to an end tonight when President Wil- 
son, in a letter to Attorney General 
McReynolds, directed the institution of 
a Sherman lawsuit to dissolve the sys- 
tem, and ordered that the “criminal 
aspects of the case” be laid before a 
federal grand jury. 

The president’s approval of the course 
mapped out by the department of jus- 
tice means that the civil suit will be 
filed against the New Haven in the 
United States court at New York at 
once. The attorney general also im- 
mediately will direct United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall, at New York, 
to summon a grand jury, and the task 
of laying evidence before that body 
on which to ask for criminal indict- 
ments against officers and directors of 
the New Haven under the Mellen man- 
agement will be begun as soon as pos- 
sible. 

How Many Indictments. 

How many indictments wiil be 
sought was not divulged tonight, but 
it was plainly indicated in correspond- 
ence made public that the attorney 
general expects to ask for a bil 
against Charles S. Mellen, former presi- 
dent of the New Haven. The most sig- 
nificant fact in connection with the 
proceedings was said to be a statement

Marshall Nelms, brother of the miss- 
ing Nelms sisters, Miss Beatrice Nelms 
and Mrs. Elois Nelms Dennis, will leave 
this morning over the Southern Rail- 
way for Washington, to appeal to At- 
torney General J. C. McReynolds to 
investigate Victor E. innes’ mysterious 
connection with the disappearance of 
his sisters. 

Nelms has maintained that Innes 
knows something of the whereabouts 
of his sisters, and believes firmly that 
if Innes can be forced to talk the mys- 
tery wil] be solved. 

His appeal to McReynolds will be 
based on the grounds that Innes has 
fraudulently misused the mails. Nelms 
states that he has evidence in hand 
wh.cn he will present to the attorney 
general in which it is shown that his 
sister, Mrs. Dennis, who left Atlanta, 
June 10, to marry Innes in San Antonlo, 
Texas, had sent him large sums of 
money to invest for her in Mexican and 
Texas oil lands. Nelms states that these 
purchases, according to records, have 
never been made. He states that Innes 


Brooker, Edwin Milner, Lewis Cass

D. Robbins. 

In addition to directing suit, the 
president, in his letter to Mr. Mc-

The trail of the Nelms sisters, ac- 
cording” to the investigation to date, 
stops at Houston, Texas, and the ef- 
forts of police departments of several 
western cities have failed so far to 
divulge its direction from there. 

Body of Woman Found. 

A report was received in Atlanta 
from Galveston, Texas, Tuesday after- 
noon, that a woman’s body had been 
found on the beach there. The body 
was partly submerged in sand. The’ 
police therewwere investigating the 
tragedy, unexplained by any recent 
disappearance of a woman of those 
parts, along the lines that it might 
throw light on the Nelms mystery. 
The woman was well dressed, and 
had long black hair. A bullet wound 
through her head led the police to be- 
lieve that she had been murdered. Her 
descrip ion did not fit either one of 
the Nelms sisters. 

The /fttlanta end of the investigation 
shifted back Tuesday to an attempt 
to disci ver the identity of the mys- 
terious “Mrs. Margaret Mims, or Min- 
des.” ‘Ihe police were furnished with 
a description of the woman, who, with 
Mrs. Dennis, appeared at the West 
PY” bank to cash a check for $1,300, 
first payment. on a sale of property 
owned by Mrs. Dennis, which she dis- 
posed of shortly before leaving At- 
lanta. 

Paid in Small Bills. 

An official of the bank recalled that 
about June 10 Mrs. Dennis had called 
at their bank to cash this check, and 
that she was accompanied by an aris- 
tocratic and elderly looking woman. 
The bank official declared that the 
money was paid to Mrs. Dennis in $5 
and $1 bills, and that Mrs. Dennis 
turned over the entire amount of the 
gum to her woman companion in his 
presence. 

The description of the present Mrs. 
Victor Innes, of Portland, Ore., in the 
hands of the Atlanta police, tallies in 
many particulars with that given by 
the bank officials of Mrs. Dennis’ wom- 
an companion. This remarkable dis- 
covery has led the police here to firmly 
believe that the “Mrs. Ini s,” of Port-

McReynolds Rebukes Commission. 


Accompanying the president’s letter 
the department made public’ cor-

One of the most interesting phases 
of the correspondence was contained in 
the attorney general's letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson, in which there is a de- 
cided rebuke for the interstate com- 
merce commission for its action in sub- 
poenaing Mellen “and perhaps others 
flagrantly culpable,” with the possible 
result of embarrassing the depart- 
ment by a claim of immunity in re- 
turn for their testimony. In this con- 
nection the attorney general makes 
the statement that criminal prosecu- 
tions have been always in mind and 
that there has never been “the slight- 
est hope that parties guilty of crimi- 
nal violations of the law would escape.” 

The letter from the attorney gen- 
eral to President Hustis made it clear 
that the department takes the posi- 
tion that the New Haven directors did 
not live up to their agreement of last 
March for a peaceful dissolution in 
their refusal to sell their Boston and 
Maine stock, under conditions imposed 
by Massachusetts, and put the blame 
for what may. follow on the heads of 
these directors. 

The case was discussed today at the 
cabinet meeting and the department’s 
course approved.

W. J. HARRIS QUITS 
GOVERNOR'S RACE 


Declares It Is Necessary for 
Him to Give Entire Time 
to Census Bureau--Formal 
Statement by Harris.

Washington, July 21.—William J. 
Harris has retired from the race for 
governor. He issued a formal state- 
ment here today announcing his de- 
cision. 

Returning here after several weeks 
spent in prosecuting his campaign in 
Georgia, Mr. Harris found the census 
bureau in such shape that he realized 
it would be necessary to give his un- 
divided attention to the bureau, or be 
relieved of all responsibility for the 
work. 

After conferring with the president 
and Secretary Redfield, of the depart- 
ment of commerce, of which the cen- 
sus bureau is a part, he decided to 
give his undivided time to the duties 
of his important government position. 

This decision of Mr. Harris caused 
much satisfaction among the officials 
of the department and his friends in 
congress. They regretted to see him 
leave the place in which he has given ‘ 
such general satisfaction to prosecute 
a campaign for the governorship of 
Georgia. 

The formal statement of Mr. Harris 
follows: 

“To the people of Georgia: I with- 
draw from the race for governor. 

“On my return here, I find that the 
work of the census bureau haé@é accu- 
mulated during my absence and will 
require my presence here for several] 
weeks. : 

“The president and Secretary Red- 
field have requested that I continue 
my present work, and a large number 
of senators and members of congress 
have, in writing, petitioned that I re- 
main, stating that I could be of serv- 
ice to my state and entire country in 
my present position. 

“I wish to express to all my friends 
in Georgia, who have so Kindly given 
me their support, my grateful and 
lasting appreciation. In taking this 
step I wish also to say to those gen- 
tlemen who have opposed me in the 
campaign that I entertain only kind 
feelings for them.

LOSES POSTMASTER’S JOB 
AND DIES FROM POISON 


Lifeless Body of J. M. Rodgers 
Is Found in Macon 
Hotel. 


Macon, Ga. July 21.—(Special.)— 
Because he was going to be removed 
shortly as postmaster at Dry Branch. 
where he was employed as station 
agent for the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah railroad, J. M. Rodgers, aged 
36, came to Macon several days agu 
and after drinking heavily for several 
days, took an overdose of morphine at 
his room in the Hotel Dempsey last 
night and his lifeless body was found 
today. 

A short time before he took his life 
Rodgers remarked to @ friend that the 
physician had fixed him up and he 
would go back home and resume his 
duties the following day. 

It developed today that Rodgers had 
contemplated suicide for several days 
for Trainmaster Beckley, of the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah railway, today 
received Rodgers’ resignation in a let- 
ter dated last Saturday. A few days 
ago the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
auditor checked up Rodgers’ accounts 
and found them not only straight, but 
that the agent had $100 coming to him. 
It is said that after coming to Ma- 
con Rodgers met up with an acquaint- 
ance to whom he entrusted $120 and 
later was unable to get the money 
back. Rodgers leaves a wife and two 
small children. 


HE HELD UP AUTO-BUS 
AND SHOT THREE MEN

APPEAL TO VILLA 
AND TO GARRANZA 
BY UNITED STATES 


Rebel Leaders“ Urged to 
Bury Their Differences 
and Work for Establish- 
ment of New Government. 


DISQUIETING REPORTS 
IN REGARD TO VILLA 


Carbajal Also Declares He 

Will Fight Before Yield- 
ing Mexico City Unless 
Guarantees Are Given. 


| Washington, July 21.—The United 
States today through its consular rep- 
resentatives appealed to General Car- 
ranza and General Villa‘in the interest 
of patriotism and permanent peace -in 
Mexico to bury their personal differ- 
ences and work in harmony for the 
establishment of a new government. 
Disquicting Reports About Villa. 
Secretary Bryan telegraphed both 
George C. Carothers and John R. Billi- 
man, representatives of the state de- 
partment with General Villa and Gen- 
eral Carranza, respectively, urging 
that they present in a most friendly 
yet effective manner the importance of 
cohesion in the  constitutionalists’ 


forces. 

While the recent conference of Car- 
Yranza and Villa delegates at Tor- 
reon agreed upon terms designed 
to heal the breach between the two 
leaders, new disquieting reports have 
come to the effect that Villa was pre- 
paring to concentrate his troops in 
Chihuahua and hold himself aloof 


from Carranza’s authority. 

Mr. Bryan’s telegrams to the two 
constitutionalist leaders indicated that 
the American government would dis- 
approve of counter revolutions. 

The general situation today < ! not 
seem as promising for peace to some 
diplomats as it did to administration 
officials. General Carranza has insist- 
ed that the surrender of the Carbajal 
government be unconditional. Repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Carbajal said guar- 
antees and amnesty first must be 
granted. : 

Carbajal Will Fight. 

Advices from Mexico City received 
here today stated that Provisional Pres- 
ident Carbajal would concentrate his 
military forees and resiet an invasion 
rather than permit the constitutiona!- 
ists to enter Mexico City without pre- 
vious agreements nor to wreak ven- 
geance on the lives and property of 
those who supported General Huerta. 

Secretary Bryan was confident to- 
day that a middle ground would be 
reached when commissioners from the 
Carbajal government and the constt- 
tutionalists met in a few days at Sal- 
tillo. Francisco Iglesias Calderon and 
Louis Cabrera, who will leave here in 
a day or two, will act with Jose Vas- 
concelos as the constitutionalist com- 
mission. . 

France Has a Grievance. 

France now has been added to Great 
Britain and Spain as nations having 
grievances against the constitutional- 
ists ,pwhich will be set aside for a fu- 
ture? reckoning but not forgotten. 

England eventually will demand 
satisfaction for the killing of Benton. 
Spain wants her subjects reimbursed 
for losses through confiscation of 
property and ee is now making 
urgent representations concerning the 
death of two French citizens at Zaca- 
tecas, members of the clerical Order 
of Christian Brothers. Charge Clausse, 
of the French embassy, laid the situa- 
tion before President Wilson today, 
saying the two Frenchmen had been 
killed by General Villa's orders. 

Wilson Receives Calderon. 

President Wilson today received at 
the white house Francisco Iglesias 
Calderon, leader of the Mexican lib- 
eral party, who is to be minister of 
foreign affairs in the cabinet of Gen- 
eral Carranza when the latter becomes 
president of Mexico. He is the first 
Mexican of any faction to be received 
by the president since the beginning 
of the president’s administration. 

The conference is considered an indi- 
cation of the friendly spirit of the 
president toward the incoming admin- 
istration in Mexico. Mr. Iglesias was 
one of the five senators imprisoned 
along with more than a hundred depu- 
ties at the time Huerta dissolved the 
Mexican congress. The president told 
him he was interested solely in seeing 
peace restored in Mexico and that the 
American people wanted to help their 
neighbors as sincere friends. The visit 
lasted only a few minutes. It was en- 
tirely a call of courtesy. 


HE SEE NO PROSPECTS 
FOR CESSATION OF WAR 


Puerto, Mexico, July 21.—The colony 
of relatives, friends and former offi- 
cials of President Huerta here await- 
ing means of transportation abroad 
was further increased today and to- 
night numbered ninety-three. Among 
them is Dr. Ignacio Alcocer, former 
minister of the interior, who is pessi- 
mistic regarding the immediate future 
of Mexica He said today he could 
see no prospect for an immediate ces- 
sation of fighting. 

Dr. Alcocer characterized President 
Carbajal as a weak man. He said he 
thought the president would do all he 
could to transfer the government at 
the earliest possible moment to General 
Carranza or to any other man the con- 
stitutionalists select Of the prospects 
of peace the former minister of the 
interior said: 

“In my opinion it is more than prob- 
able that one revclt after another will 
disturb Mexico and peace will come 
only when some man _ sufficiently 
strong and who has the good fortune 
to have the moral backing of the 
is found—and men of

some outside power enforces peace. 
And should the day of intervention 
come in that day all Mexicans will 
unite to repel it.

Washington, July 21.—(Special.)—At- 
torney General McReynolds has certi- 
fled to the president the name of Ros- 
coe Luke, of Thomasville, Ga. to be 
United States district attorney for the 
southern district of Georgia. 

No further opposition is now antici- 
pated to his nomination by the presi- 
Ment and confirmation by the senate. 
Tis name will probably reach! the sen- 
ate within the next few days. Senator 
Hoke Smith will offer no objection to 
his confirmation. 

The end of a long fight, which dated 
back to the last months of Senator Ba- 
con’s life, is at last in sight. Senator 
Bacon recommended A. Pratt Adams, a 
young attorney of Savannah, for this 
place. The department of justice would 
not accept him because the law firm 
composed of his father, Judge Samuel 
B. Adams and himself, were counsel for 
the Naval Stores trust. 

West Recommended Many. 


Senator West on reaching the sen- 
ate recommended a number of promi- 
nent south Georgia attorneys for the 
place of district attorney, but none 
were accepted. 

Robert L. Berner, of Macon, who had 
the indorsement of Representatives 
Hardwick and Bartlett, of Georgia, was 
the leading opposition candidate. 

Senator West would not agree 
recommend Mr. Berner, although he 
had high regard for his talent and 
ability as a lawyer, and they are per- 
sonal friends. 

He insisted upon his right to fill this 
place, and the department of justice 
finally agreed on his nominee, Mr. 
laike. It is but fair to say that Attor- 
ney General McReynolds has never had 
any personal candidate for the post- 
tion. His determination to keep Alex- 
ander Akerman in office until after the 
naval stores case was decided, was 
based on Mr. Akerman’s familiarity 
with that case.

GANG OF 18 NEGROES 
LEGALLY EXECUTED 
OR KILLED BY MOBS 


Hazlehurst, Miss., July 21.—The last 
of a gang of eighteen negroes among 
whose crimes was the killing of J. Cc. 
Davis near here in 1892, has been kill- 
ed, according to word received today 
from Dr. O. Dulaney at Dyersburg, 
Tenn. The other seventeen were either 
lynched or legally executed. 

Dr. Dulaney resided near the scene 
of the Davis killing and barely esg- 
caped the same fate at the hands of 
some of the gang. Later he removed 
to Dyersburg. According to word re- 
ceived from him today he was called 
to a railroad construction camp July 
11 to attend a negro who had been 
shot by another negro. He recog- 
nized his patient as one of the gang. 
The negro died from his wounds, Dr. 
Dulaney sent a photograph of the 
negro to W. T. Matheney here who 
was sheriff at the time Davis was 
killed. Matheney identified from the 
photograph as that of a member of the 
gang. ; . 


WARBURG YIELDS 
T0 Tht SENATE 


He Will Appear Before the 
Banking Committee and 
Submit to Examination. 
Confirmation Predicted.

Washington, July 21.—(Special.)— 
Paul M. Warburg, the New York bank- 
er, nominated by President Wilson for 
membership on the federal reserve 
board, has reconsidered his decision not 
to appear before the senate banking 
and currency committee which is con- 
sidering his nomination. 

I am advised tonight by a telegram 
from Senator O’Gorman, of New York, 
who is now at White Sulphur Springs, 
W. Va., that Mr. Warburg will appear 
before the committee and will undowbt- 
edly be confirmed. 

Victory for Wlison. 

This will be a victory for President 
Wilson. Mr. Warburg has been urged 
to reconsider his demand that his name 
be withdrawn from before the senate, 
since he was unwilling to be grilled 
by a committee of that body. Members 
of the senate and business men and 
organizations all over the country have 
petitioned him to submit to the cross- 
examination, as his pre-eminent fitness 
for the place was recognized. 

The senate has been standing firmly 
on its constitutional prerogatives as 
part of the appointive power, and was 
determined not to vield unless Mr. War- 
burg acceded to its desire to have him 
appear in person and answer questions 
as to his business career and views on 
inance. 

The organization of the new bank- 
ing system has been held up Dy the 
fight over the confirmation of Thomas 
D. Jones, of Chicago, and Mr. Warburg. 

Indications now point to a very close 
vote on Jones. If he is successful it 
will probably be by a bare majority 
of one, and possibly the vote of Vice 
President Marshall mav be needed to 
pull him through. 

Groasly Unfair, Says Jones. 

Mr. Jones submitted a supplemental 
statement of his case today in the form 
of a letter to Senator Hitchcock, act- 
ing chairman of the committee. 

Mr. Jones’ statement was written aft- 
er he had read the unfavorable com- 
mittee report, and he submits that the 
procedure of the committee, particu- 
larlv with reference to his connection 
with the New Jersey Zinc company, 
was “grossly unfair,” charging the 
committee with stigmatizing as a 
“trust” a corporation against which 
there never has been any complaint. 
| With reference to the International 
Harvester company, Mr. Jones sald the 
company had been doing business for 
six years when he became a director 
and that the government then had tak- 
en no action against it. 

“T then believed and I still believe 
that, at the date of mp acceptance of 
the position of director, the corpora- 
tion was a law-abiding corporation.

Another Negro Woman Found 
Mysteriously Murdered 
in Woods.

A second victim of this week 
was found murdered Tuesday shortly 
afternoon in a niche of woods near the 
end of Hill street, lying half submerg- 
ed in a small stream of water.

The 
policeman went by the directions given 
in the telephone message and found the 
body. :

The woman appeared to be about 25 
yéars old, and she apparently had been 
dead twelve hours.

CAILLAUX IS GREETED 

BY HOOTS AND CHEERS 


Excitement Reaches Fever 
Heat When He Enters 
Upon Political Aspects of 
Mme. Caillaux’s Bloody 
Deed. 


Paris, July 21.—Joseph Caillaux held 
the court for two intense hours today 
testifying in defense of his wife, 
charged with the killing of Gaston 
Calmette, editor of The Figaro, on 
March 16 last. The appearance of M. 
Caillaux was hardly less dramatic than 
that of Mme. Caillaux vesterday. 

The former premier, still one of the 
most powerful men in France, domi- 
nated the proceedings. 

“T accuse myself,” he cried in the cli- 
max. “I committed a fault. I should 
myself have acted, but, absorbed by 
public affairs, I failed to realize the 
ravages Calmette’s calumnies had made 
on the soul of my wife.” 

M. Caillaux gesticulated freely. The 
trial hag entered upon its political 
phase, and those who sat in the court- 
room had occasion to bring to mind 
that Caillaux is the strong man of the 
radical groups now ruling France. 

Told History of Private Life. 

He would, he said, tell the jury the 
history of his private life from his first 
marriage down ‘to the sad events 
which c.used his presence on the 
stand. He explained the incident of 
the two letters. He only knew of their 
existence when a friend warned him 
that they were about to be published. 

When he married Mme. Raynouard 
he knew for the first time what true 
happiness was. 

“She was a most tender, affectionate 
wife,” said Mr. Caillaux. “We lived and 
live in the closest communion of heart 
Fand mind, My wife, however. took 
alarm at the dangers my political cam- 
paign exposed me to. She tried to dis- 
suade me from entering Doumorgue’s 
cabinet. The income tax, she said, had 
formidable adversaries and I should he 
the object of fierce press campaigns 

With Redoubled Fury. 

“As she foretold, the attacks recom- 
menced with redoubled fury, but [ 
refused to adopt the means employed 
by other politicians to stop them; pur- 
sued my way undeterred. I could not 
believe that anyone would publish the 
‘Thy Joe’ letter, although I had been 
warned by Pierre .Morder. by the Prin- 
cess of Monaco and the Princess of Me- 
sagne-Estradere.” 

After the publication of the “Thy 
Joe” letter, M. Caillaux’s first wife 
telephoned him to clear herself of any 
suspicion he might have had that she 
was responsible for its divulgence. 

“At that time,” said M. Caillaux, “I 
firmly believed that other letters would 
be published. My wife shared my be- 
lief, which was confirmed by informa- 
tion from a number of persons.” 

At this time M. Caillaux worked him- 
self up to a violent fit of indignation 
as he denounced the calumnies leveled 
against his honesty. 

“Never have I touched a single stock 
with my personai fortune while min- 
ister of finance,” he declared. 

Returning to the “Thy Joe” letter, 
he described the effect of its publica- 
tion on his wife. Finally he became 
so impregnated with her fears that 
other letters would be published that 
he consulted President Poincare, who 
did his best: to reassure him and ad- 
vised him to consult a lawyer. 

Would Smash His Snout. 

“My lawyer told me,” continued M. 
Caillaux, “that nothing could be done. 
I then said to my wife: ‘Be assured. 
I will go and smash Calmette’s snout 
myself.’ After that I felt relieved in 
mind, but my wife, on the other hand, 
was depressed. 

“At the police station, on my way 
home from the senate, I learned of 
the tragedy. My wife’s constant pray- 
er was: ‘I hope he is not seriously 
hurt; I meant only to give him a les- 
son.’

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ride from King’s Mountain to warn the 
people of the adyance of the British, 
was the declaration of A. S. Goldsbor- 
ough, of Baltimore, at the banquet 
tendered by Major James UG. Woodward 
and Atlanta’s council and chamber of 
commerce to Mayor James H. Preston 
of Baltimore. at the Winecoff hotel 
last night. 

In drawing the comparison between 
the deeds of Revere and Lacey, Mr 
Goldsborough said that he did not seek 
to take from the luster of the forme , but 
that his idea was to show that Re- 
vere’s people have, by the exploitation 
of the poem in the public schools of 
America, perpetuated a name and a 
deed. : 

“IT dare say that there is not a school- 
boy in the north or south who does 
not know the verse of Paul Revere's 
ride from beginning to end,” said Mr 
Goldsborough, “while, on the other 
hand, I'll venture to say that there is 
not a man sitting around this tabl- 
who knows anything about Lacey's 
ride, despite the fact that it was a 
deed of the south, that it was more 
daring, more heroic and more patri- 
otic than Revere’s deed.” . 

Criticizes South. 

severely criticized the southern 
people for allowing the noblest inci- 
dents of American history—incidents 
which originated in the south—to be 
forgotten. He pointed out that hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans trav- 
el to Switzerland just to see the famous 
Lion of Luzerne, whereas only dozens 
visit Stone Mountain, only § sixteen 
mile from Atlanta, to see the “Lion of 
the South.” 

He declared that the people of Geor- 
gia should memorialize Stone mountain 
in honor of General Lee. 

Mr. Goldsborough, who is secretary 
of the factory site commission and edi- 
tor of The Municipal Record, of Bal- 
timore, was one of the principal speak- 
ers at the dinner. Mayor Preston also 
spoke of the urgent necessity of the 
south preserving its traditions and me- 
morializing its men and their deeds. 
He extended an invitation to Atlanta 
to attend the centennial celebration of 
the Star Spangled Banner which will 
be held from Septembér 13 to 20. May- 
or Preston particularly urged members 
of the city council to visit the city, ex- 
plaining that Baltimore will have more 
than $50,000,000 worth of municipal 
improvements to show. 

Will Accept Invitation. 

Mayor Woodward responded that he 
felt certain after receiving such a cor- 
dial invitation the people of Atlanta 
and Georgia would accept. He re- 
marked that the invitation was so at- 
tractive that he feared that every mem- 
ber of the city countil will forsake 
his job and take in the show. 

President Mell R. Wilkinson, of the 
Atianta Chamber of Commerce, 
responded to the invitation on behalf 
of the civic bodies of Atlanta. 

“You can rest assured that Atlanta 
will be represented,” he said. 

Mayor Preston and his party arrived 
in Atlanta in a special car almost at 
daybreak Tuesday morning. Because 
of the tedious journey, coupled with 
the fact that the party was up in Bir- 
mingham until late Monday night, the 
Atlanta crowd did not go to the train 
until after 10 o'clock. Automobiles 
were placed at the disposal of the visit- 
ors, and after a short tour of the prin- 
cipal places in the business section, 
members. of the Rotary club took 
charge of the visitors and entertained 
them at a luncheon, After the lunch- 
eon Mayor Woodward and members of 
couneil again took charge of the party 
and escorted the members to various 
places of interest in the city. The new 
sewage disposal plants were visited, 
and the guests were shown some of 
the improved streets in the city. The 
tour lasted until late in the afternoon.

Today is 
battle of Atlanta. 

Monday, day before yesterday, was the 
semi-centennial of the battle of Peachtree 


creek. 
The loss in death and wounded in these 


two terrible battles aggregated nearly thirty 


thousand. 

We read of the “war” in Mexico, of the 
two and three and four thousand mown 
down in engagements. We remember the 
toll taken here and there in the Balkan war. 

Compared with the battles of Peachtree 
ereek and of Atlanta, the average modern 
battle is a mere skirmish. 

Those peaceful, smiling farms 
Peachtree creek; the spacious summer 
homes that look down on the innocent, 
brawling little stream; the wooded slopes, 
the handsome dwellings: between Atlanta 
and Decatur; the exquisitely tended flower 
plots of Grant Park—saw different scenes 
‘half a century azo. The din of artillery; 
the whine of shrapnel; the whistle. of 
the minie ball; the shouts and curses 
of men in frenzied action; the death- 
moan of thousands, the agonized groans of 
other thousands writhing while the tide of 
battle beat over and beyond them. 

Men measure history by periods. The 
gemi-centennial of the battle of Atlanta 
marks an epoch, as the battle itself marked 
an epoch. 

But few othér battles in the history of 
the war of the brothers were as bloody as 
the two around Atlanta. 

The bloody fighting around. Peachtree 
creek on the 20th brought no decision, save 
gs to the common valor of Americans in 
arms. The ground was drenched with 
American blood, with no verdict save that 
of common gameness. The 21st passed 
without fighting. The scenes were shifting 
for one of the most dramatic encounters of 
the war. Thomas, who had commanded the 
federals at Peachtree creek, on the 21st 
described a semi-circle around the city, 
taking what was left of his division of 
50,000 men with him. He was to form a 
junction on the southeastern side of the 
city with McPherson’s division and with 
Scofield’s division, both of which were 
awaiting him—after Peachtree’ creek. 
Meanwhile, the confederates traversed the 
city to unite with the gathering forces of 
their army, then concentrating in the neigh- 
borhood of what is now Grant Park. 

Here on the 22nd the blue and gray 
went once more to a death grapple. But 
here again the result was an apparent dead 
center. The butchery was terrific. Some-

‘thing like 25,000 men were slain or placed 


hors du combat. Yet neither side positively 
won. The federals sheered off toward 
Jonesboro, and it was two months before 
they entered the city, so hard did the expe- 
riences of that day press caution. 
McPherson, eommanding a federal di- 
yision, and W. H. T. Walker, confederate 
general in command, had been classmates, 
roommates, fellow-graduates, bosom friends 
at West Point. They had expected to serve 
together a common country under a com- 
mon flag. Fate put one under the stars 
and stripes; the other under the stars and 
bars. And fate again obtruded on that grim 
July 22. Almost within calling distance of 
each other, and within a few minutes, these

It is well, when you go out and look at the 
cyclorama at Grant Park to remember that 
the tragedy you see portrayed there was 
one of the most historic of modern warfare. 


HITTING THE WAR-MAKERS. 

Huerta is eliminated and the constitu- 
tionalists, from latest accounts, have agreed 
to suspend hostilities against federal Mex- 
ico. These are the first really tangible 
fruits of the remarkable Wilson policy of 
“watchful waiting.” If the remainder of the 
president’s Mexican ‘program shall be en- 
acted we shall have what is equivalent to a 
orand-new species of diplomacy introduced 
to this hemisphere, if not to both hemis- 
pheres. 

The person who thinks the Mexican prob- 
lem is solved reasons superficially. But it 
certainly is in process of solution. And if 
primary obstacles yfeld, in their time, as 
have those that already are yielding it is 
reasonable to hope for peace without costly 
disturbance. 

Thus far, at least, events have been such 
as to scarify that jingo element, journal- 
istic, political and otherwise, which did not 
spare effort or vilification to provoke inter- 
vention. It did not matter to them that our 
presence in Mexico meant, in all probability, 
long years of bush-fighting, with aggregate 
loss of thousands of lives and millions of 
dollars. It did not matter to them that we 
were pledged not to exact indemnity, so that 
whatever losses were incurred would be per- 
manent losses. They did not worry over the 
certainty that if we went into Mexico we 
would excite the hidden enmity of every 
country in Latin-America. For the sake of 
a few big interests, which had invested in 
Mexico with their eyes open and which were 
making profits commensurate with the risk, 
they were willing to sacrifice American 
lives and dollars and possible prestige. 

The devious devices used to inflame pub- 
lic sentiment to the end of provoking inter- 
vention are still fresh in memory. No sub- 
terfuge or dodge was too mean if it prom- 
ised to yield results. No criticism of the 
president was too sneering or disrespectful 
if it discredited his course. Fortunately, the 
great and sane common sense of the Ameri- 
can public interfered, and sat down on these 
long-distance fighters and warriors by 
proxy. Gradually the clamoring chorus for 
war lessened, rebuked by unmistakable evi- 
dences of public disapproval. 

What will come of the conferences be- 
tween the representatives of Carbajal and 
the representatives of Carranza is mere 
conjecture. Whether Carranza, after hav- 
ing established, can maintain, a stable gov- 
ernment against the fierce contending ele- 
ments and multifarious problems, is sur- 
mise. But this much is certain: The-presi- 
dent’s “hands off” policy thus far is vindi- 
cated. Brutally sordid and selfish jingoism 
—patriotism - for -revenue-only—has had a 
dose from which it will be some time in re- 
covering. 


THE HEALTH OF A STATE. 

The legislature now in session promises 
to become notable in Georgia history as 
creating practical measures for the con- 
servation of health in Georgia, and as giving 
as much attention to the vital registration 
of human beings as of cattle, dogs and cats. 

Two measures, virtually companion bills 
and both indispensable to the end in view, 
provide for human conservation. They are 
the vital statistics bill and the public/health 
bill. The vital statistics bill, creating a 
bureau for the collection of vital statistics 
under the jurisdiction of the state board of 
health, passed the senate last week. The 
public health service bill, creating a state- 
wide public health 
and making actual the powers of the state 
board, will be considered in the house this 
week. 

There is no doubt that the house will 
pass the public health bill. The advocates 
of that measure, led by Representative Ellis, 
will get right back of the vital statistics 
bill, just as in the senate the advocates of 
the vital statistics bill will 
public health bill. 

In other words, the partisans of both of 
these measures, recognizing their essential 
inseparability, are combining to see that 
both are enacted. The vital statistics bureau 
will diagnose disease in Georgia, its extent, 
its location, its nature. It will supply a 
guide, with which the public health service, 
once established, will minimize the death 
rate, whether from typhoid, tuberculosis, 
meningitis, rabies, malaria, hook-worm, or 
what-not. 

In some inscrutable manner the idea has 
gained circulation in a few quarters that 
the state health board was opposed to a 
vital statistics bill, and that it also was 
opposed to having the functions of such a 
bureau consolidated with the activities of 
the board. Such an assertion is, of. course, 
transparently absurd. The state health 
board has made plain its willingness to take 
over the collection of vital statistics, as an 


service and enlarging

indispensable prerequisite to an adequate | 


public health service. As a matter of logic 
and fact, the one and only place for a vital 
statistics bureau is under supervision of the 
health board, the purpose of the two being 
inter-related and inseparable. ,

Half Century of Battle of Atlanta; _ 
Thrilling Story of the Famous Encounter 


By General Andrew J. West. 

Today is the anniversary of the battle 
of the 22d of July. Here, on the 22d of 
July, fifty years ago, amid the crash of 
musketry and the thunder of cannon and 
the wild cries of clashing squadrons, the 
curtain fell on the close of one of the most 
dramatic and stirring campaigns of the great 
war between the north and the south. 

The south was making, as the sequel 
showed, her last desperate struggle for the 
possession and mastery of Georgia. 

Fifty years ago! A generation has been 
born since that day, and its men and women 
have reached life’s high noon and are them- 
selves the fathers and mothers of still an- 
other oncoming generation. To these, in 
the swift rush and succession of modern 
events, the battle here and the war which 
is one of the incidents are already almost 
ancient histofy. Even to us, the ever and 
swiftly lessening survivors of that day, its 
events are becoming as shadowy as <Ahe 
scenes and faces we see in dreams. 

It may be appropriate, therefore, to the 
day and the occasion, to call up again the 
heroic story of this old battlefield and the 
series of events of which it was the conse- 
quence and the culmination. In the light 
of the fuller and later knowledge which is 
now accessible to all, through the corrected 
official reports of both sides, and with judg- 
ment cleared, and chastened by the long 
lapse of years, we may surely now do this 
without offense to the sensibilities of the 
living and without wrong to the memory 
of the dead. 

Stovall's Brigade. 

Stovall's brigade, to which the writer be- 
longed, was composed of the Fortieth, Forty- 
first, Forty-second, Forty-third and Fifty- 
second Georgia regiments, with the First 
7eorgia reserves attached for that 
These regiments had smelled gunpowder in 
every battle from Shiloh to that date and 
were represented by their dead on every 
one of these flelds. The colonel of the Forty- 
first. Georgia, McDaniel, had been killed at 
Perryville; its second colonel, William E. 
Curtis, had been killed at Rocky Face Ridge; 
Major John Knight had been badly wounded, 
so the regiment was commanded by Major 
Mark Nall, who was killed a few days later 
at Jonesboro. Of its captains, Curtwright 
and Bowen had fallen in battle, George N. 
Lester had lost his right arm, Stephen D. 
Clements had been wounded, so had Leigh 
and Stallings, of Coweta. The Fortieth was 
commanded by Colonel Abda Johnson, of 
Cartersville, Ga.; the Forty-second by our 
own beloved L. P. Thomas; the-Forty-third 
by Colonel Henry P. Kellogg, of Cumming, 
(ra.; the Fifty-second by Captain Asbury, 
and the First Georgia reserves by Colonel 
Brown, brother of the then governor, Joseph 
Ek. Brown, who fell early in the battle and 
was succeeded by Colonel Albert Howell, Sr., 
of Atlanta, whose gallantry in that battle 
entitled him to a high niche in the Temple 
of Fame, 

On that morning the sun was shining 
warm and bright. The scene that was then 
and there unfolded would have inspired the 
most arrant coward to deeds of heroism. 
Glory and admiration reached their zenith 
as Hood's army deployed with great regu- 
larity on each side of the Decatur road for 
the deadly onslaught. 

The Line-Up. 

Stevenson's division was placed in front, 
and was leading the charge in magnificent 
style—officers with drawn swords, the Stars 
and Bars in brave hands, floating defiantly 
to the breeze, with a band of music on a 
distant hill playing “Home, Sweet Home.” 
Many of these men had not been home for 
over three years, and were almost in sight 
of loved ones, but death closed their eyes 
in battle before reaching them. 

About where the Ed Holland house 
Stands, at Edgewood, on Decatur street, is 
where our lines crossed the Georgia rallroad 
and where the fighting was the deadliest. 
To the south of the railroad was a growth of 
trees, and not a limb or a leaf, or a twig, 
was left but what was torn into ribbons. 
Muskets, canteens, knapsacks; in fact, every- 
thing that.makes up the accouterments of 
the soldier, was here, scattered in all diree- 
tions. In the middle of the Decatur road, 
evidently smashed by a solid shot, was a 
broken caisson of an artillery wagon, while 
a brass cannon lay a few feet away with 
a dead soldier lying face downward across 
it. To the left of the Decatur road was the 
historic square house, which was filled with 
thousands of bullets and fragments of shell; 
at this point the dead lay thickest. one 
could have walked a distance of several 
hundred yards and never once have stepped 


day. ! 


upon the ground, walking on dead bodies 
all the way. 


Fearful Loss of Life. | 


It would have. been necessary in: some 
places to climb over heaps of the dead. The 
wonder seemed not that there were so many 
dead, but that any lived. Officers and pri- 
vates all made a common cause here, and 
rank was forever obliterated, for among the 
dead could be seen the shining stars and 
golden wreath on the .collar of the coat 
that was buttoned neatly but closely around 
the neck of that great ‘patriot and soldier, 
General William Henry T.- Walker, mingled 
with the ordinary gray uniform of the com- 
mon soldier. That day at Atlanta, the 22d 
day of July, 1864, fifty years ago today, had 
none of the romantic surroundings that give 
an artificial renown to battlefields. It was 
breast to breast fighting, such as seldom 
*comes in any war. It ‘was a confused mass 
struggling with an enemy that was every- 
where. In the thickest of it was to be seen 
Henderson, Calhoun, Thomas, Summers, 
Smith of Gwinnett, Griffin, Mitchell, Bob 
Douglas, Durham, Hulsey, :> B. F. Walker, 
Tom Armistead, Clements and.other gallant 
officers and men. I can gee now the erect 
form of Colonel L. P. Thomas, with his 
piercing eagle eye, raven locks and hand- 
some beard, cool, collected, determined, lead- 
ing his men into the very valley of death. 
The position of adjutant was confided to 
the brave Hugh Wiley, of Atlanta, who fell 
with sword in hand on the ramparts in front 
of Nashville, and whose place was filled by 
my friend, Billy Durham, now a prominent 
physician of Atlanta. 


Carrying Orders Under Fire, 


The writer had been disabled in a pre- 
vious battle and was on staff duty. 

On the morning of the battle, in company 
with Captain John P. C. Whitehead, adjutant 
general of Stovall's brigade, we were going 
in full gallop with orders to Captain Evan 
P. Howell to move his battery rapidly to the 
front. Captain Howell, in the Battle of 
Peachtree Creek —two days before — threw 
consternation, death and destruction into the 
ranks of the enemy, from his position, which 
is now nean the large white-oak tree on the 
front lawn of Jack Spalding’s Peachtree 
road residence. As we crossed the ridge, 
about where the Georgian Terrace now 
Stands, the air was full of bursting shells, 
one exploding so near us that it killed 
Captain Whitehead’s horse. During the day 
we saw two horses killed under Major Wil- 
liam P. Dearing. 

During the long years since it has been 
an open question whether to be glad or 
sorry that | saw that battlefield. It could 
not be more vividly impressed upon me had 
[ seen it on yesterday. It has been a night- 
mare and a horrid day-dream all these years. 
Many times have I prayed that visions of 
those upturned faces, ‘blackened and dis- 
torted, of the staring, glazed eyeballs, of the 
stiffened, outstretched hands, seemingly 
Grasping fer support, those rigid forms, 
wrapped in gray, with ‘empty haversacks, 
evidencing -hunger, that the sight of those 
brave fellows that had fought their last 
battle and now laying side by side in that 
great charnel. field, might be blotted forever 
from my recollection. Then, many times, 
I have been glad that I knew so well how 
that battlefield appeared, and how barbarous 
brutal and inhuman it made war seem; glad 
that | knew how thousands of dead heroes 
looked, who had faced and met death amid 
the wild frenzied scenes of one of the dead- 
liest battles in the history of the world. 


A Letter From Home. 


[ have a letter picked up near a dead 
soldier. It was torn and partly illegible 
from blood stains, but it could be seen that 
tt was written from the town of Hamlet, 
N. C. It was in a lady’s handwriting. 

That portion that is legible reads as fol- 
lows: 

“My Dear Jack: We hope that you can 
soon come home and help us with the to- 
bacco crop; but if not we do hope and pray 
to God that our dear Jack will not be hurt 
by those terrible Yankees.” 


As we looked at the letter and then at 
the upturned face of poor “Jack,” turning 
black from the exposure to the hot July 
sun, and then thought of that poor wife, 


or mother, or sister, who was watching and 
| waiting for the return of the dead and man- 


gled soldier at our feet, and of the other 
ten thousand homes from which dear ones 
had gone out around us, we began to com- 
prehend something of the brutal and bar- 
baric nature of war. 

Of one thing we are certain: If the dash 
of General Blackjack Logan on that day, in 
the attempt tu recapture Degresse’s battery, 
made him candidate for vice president of 
the United States, and if Roosevelt's charge 
up San Juan hill placed him in the chair of 
president of the United States, measuring 
men by that standard, we have in Atlanta 
and all over the south, scores of matchless 
modest heroes who deserve to be president, 
governor, or anything else a grateful people 
can confer upon them.

than those of men, women and children. The 
fact is a disgrace. Georgia is one of the 
very few American states without a well- 
organized health machine for combating the 
death-rate. These twin bills will put Geor- 
gia on the health map of the twentieth cen- 
tury. The Constitution has no doubt the 
legislature will enact both. 


AN ORIGINAL CONSERVER. 


It would be difficult to estimate how 
many lives, how much money, how much 
industrial derangement Judge William L. 
Chambers, of Alabama, has saved this 
country. If any man in the nation deserves 
credit as an original conserver it is the 
affable and astute gentleman from Alabama. 

Judge Chambers is chairman of the fed- 
eral board on mediation. He has just in- 
duced the warring factions in the threat- 
ened railway strike in the west to listen to 
the possibilities of mediation. He may fail. 
If he does it will be his first important de- 
feat. If he wins he will have to his credit 
the averting of a strike involving most of 
the railroads west of Chicago, all of their 
enginemen, the paralysis of business west 
of the Mississippi and of much business 
east of the Mississippi. 

The man who has undertaken to accom- 
plish these practical wonders is not a stran- 
ger to Atlantans or Georgians. He. was the 
umpire in the Georgia railroad trouble here, 
a year or so ago, and he handled that diffi- 
cult situation with such masterful skill that 


his. verdict left him with the respect and 


esteem of both principals. One of his great 
triumphs has been the settlement of a rail- 
road wage and hour controversy in the east, 
on virtually the same scale as the one now 
threatened in the west. He has ironed out 
countless small industrial squabbles. 

Judge Chambers is a diplomat—plus. He 
has a phenomenal keenness for getting at 
essentials, an uncanny facility for unruffling 
tempers, and for persuading with sweet rea- 
sonableness and crystal-clear logic. It will 
not be his fault if his prediction that we 
had seen the last of great industrial strikes 
is not verified.

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Cancer Dangers. 
(From The Journal of the American Medical 
Association.) 

The doubt that radium may have any 
great efficacy as a cure for cancer fs _ In- 
creasing rather than diminishing. Science 
has not yet found the cause of cancer, how 
it ig contracted, how it may be transmitted 
from one person to another. It is held, how- 
ever, that thousands of lives now needlessly 
sacrificed could be saved if the average can- 
cer patient would go to the surgeon as 
promptly as does the average person attack- 
ed by appendicitis. This neglect is largely 
due to the unwillingness of the sufferer to 
admit the existence of the dread disease or 
to seek legitimate medical advice in time to 
control it. This precious time thrown away 
means if not a fatal outcome at least a 
instead of a minor, operation. Dr. 
Winter, of Koenigsberg, Prussia, the pioneer 
in the education of the public in regard to 
cancer, analyzed the records of 1,062 operable 
cases and reponted that 87 per cent of these 
patients could and should have applied for 
treatment ‘much earlier when they would 
have had a far better chance of recovery.

PASSED BY SENATE 


Bill Is Adopted—Sweeping = 
Examination of the State 


‘Health Department Asked 
in Resolution. 


By a vote of 35 to 4, the new county 
of Bacon, to be cut from Appling, Ware 
and Pierce counties with Almia as the 
eounty site, passed the senate Tues- 
day morning. 

This ‘bill has been passed by the 
house and now requires the ratifica- 
tion of the voters of the state before 
it .becomes a law. The amendment 
preposed: by the senate committee on 
éonstitutional amendments changing 
the new ‘county from the Waycross 
into the Brunswick judicial circuit was 
lost by a vote of 15 to 17. 

There was practically no fight on 
the passage of the bill, the only argu- 
ment arising over the change of the 
judicial circuit. Senator Sweat, of the 
fifth district, outlined briefly the need 
of creating the new county. He stated 
that in 1872, during the administration 
of Governor James Milton Smith, this 
county had passed the legislature under 


the name of Nicholls ¢cyunty, but was 
vetoed by the governo\ for constitu- 
tional reasons. 

Facts About New unty. 

The new county will ft We a popula- 
tion of 12,700 and a taxa Ve valuation 
of $2,500,000. Very littL) opposition 
was manifested against th} bill. The 
creation of this county alons* with Bar- 
row and Candler, will bring the total 
in the state to 151. 

Senators Tarver and Harrell spoke 
for the committee amendment to

Olliff opposed the amendment. Upon 
the passage of the bill there was a 
round of applause. 

Those who voted against the bill 
were Senators Pope, Spinks, Stark and 
Tarver. 

The invitation of the Woman's Suf- 
fragists to the house and senate to 
attend their meetings on the evenings 
of July 21 and 22 were accepted by 
both branches. These meetings will be 
held in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

The bill of Senator Tyson making it 
a misdemeanor for malicious or willful 
defamation of a person, living or dead, 
was lost by a vote of 18 to 9. 

A resolution of Senator Irwin, of the 
thirty-fourth, was adopted, requesting 
the justices of the state supreme court 
and the court of appeals to meet and 
formulate some plan whereby the juris- 
diction of the two courts can de 
changed so as to distribute the work 
more equally between them. Also, 
recommendations as to changes of pro- 
cedure which the justices may deem 
wise were asked. The justices are to 
report to the governor, who”will in 
turn report their findings to the next 
@eneral assembly.

BILL 10 LABEL GOUDS 
MEETS WITH DEFEAT 


Measure to Tax Peddlers $50 
in Each County Also 
Adversed. 


When the manufacturers of Atlanta 
and other cities of Georgia and ad- 
joining states rose up in arms against 
‘a bill to provide that all manufacturers 
of prepared foods label the products 
with the date of manufacture, the 
house committee on general agricul- 
ture No. 2, Tuesday afternoon unanl- 
mously turned down the Dill. 

There were present before the com- 
mittee a number of manufacturers, 
headed by Harvey Johnson, of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and several 
speeches were made against the bill. 
Those who made talks before the com- 
mittee to show that the bill would 
work a hardship on the manufacturers 
were: Harry ‘L. Schlesinger, E. L. 
Adams, representing the 
Grocers’ association; W. F. Smith, of 
Armour & Co.; F. E. Lowenstein, of the 
Norris Candy company; J. S. Garner, 
of the Garner-Blake Syrup company. 

The chairman of the committee read 
several telegrams stating that such a 
bill would greatly injure the fruit and 
fish and canning Dusiness in the south. 

Representative Connor, of Spalding 
county, author of the bill, made a talk 
in which he said that such a law would 
protect the consumers of manufac- 
tured products. 

The vote against the bill by the com- 
mittee was unanimous. 

Will Not Tax Peddlers. 

The house committee on ways 
means turned down a bill to tax ped- 
dlers $50 in each county. 

The same committee reconsidered its 
action in disapproving the bill to make 
the automobile license $2, but again 
voted for the measure. The committee 
at the same time voted against a bill 
which provided for a distribution of 
the auto license funds to the various 
counties according to road mileage.

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When Newark Buys Kraft 


New York, July 21.—The Baseball 
Players’ Fraternity won a_ victory 
here today and a threatened strike of 
National and American league play- 
ers, members: of the fraternity, was 
averted when the case of Player Clar- 
ence O. Kraft was settled to the satis- 
faction of the players’ organization. 

The incident is considered closed. 
Charles H. Ebbets, president of the 
Brooklyn Baseball club of the National 
league, Was the magnate who brought 
peace. Ebbets announced the _ settle- 
ment of the case at the meeting of 
the American league representatives, 
who wre preparing either to prevent 
the strike or retaliate upon the fra- 
ternity for its strike order. 


Newark Buys Kraft. 


Ebbets, who is also a stockholder 
in the Newark International club, of 
which his son, Charles H. Ebbets, Jr., 
is president, announced that the New- 
ark club officials had paid the Nash- 
Ville club of the Southern association 
$2,500 in settlement of the latter's 
claims on Kraft and that he would 
report and play with Newark at Provi- 
dence in tomorrow's game. 

In addition, the Newark club agreed 
to observe all the stipulations of 
Kraft’s contract, as originally in force 
before he was ordered to go to Nash- 
yille by the national commisison, be- 
sides paying him five weeks’ back 
salary for the period he has been 
under suspension for not reporting to 
the Nashville club. 

Kraft’s contract with Newark calls 
for a salary of $450 per month, and 
both the ten days’ notice of release 
clause and the disability clause were 
stricken out before the document was 
signed. The Nashville club received 
$1,500 for its release of claims on 
Kraft and $1,000 in addition as a 
bonus for accepting the Newark 
club’s terms. 

Kraft's Contract. 

Under the Newark club’ contract 
Kraft received $150 more per month 
than he would as a Nashville player, 
which was a crucial point in the con- 
troversy. Ebbets denied any pressure 
had been brought to bear upon him or 
the officers of the Newark club in 
making the deal. He said that he had 
taken the initiative in the matter 
without being influenced by either the 
National or American league mag- 
nates. 

While the National league did not 
assemble to discuss the proposed 
strike of the players, as did the young- 
er major league, it is understood that 
President John K. Tener was in touch 
with the situation and the other offi- 
cials and club owners were cognizant 
of Ebbets’ plan to end the controversy. 
National league powers who could be 
reached appeared even better pleased 
with the outcome of the affair than did 
the American league officials. 

Johnson’s Position. 

President Ban Johnson said 
the meeting adjourned: 

“The American league was in nowise 
concerned in the Kraft case so far 
as it affected the Brooklyn, Boston, 
Newark and Nashville clubs. We were 
drawn in when the Players’ Fraternity 
officers issued what was virtually an 
ultimatum to our clubs and players. 
I am glad that the case has been ami- 
cably settled without involving the

American league, for I can assure you 
that had we been forced into the fight 
we were prepared to go the limit to 
protect our rights.” 

From other sources of the Ameri- 
can league the belief was ex ressed 
that sooner or later there would be a 
struggle between players and mag- 
nates. for control of professional base- 
ball, and the settlement of the Kraft 
case was but postponing the inevitable. 
It was said that the American league 
was ready to oh the fraternity to a

Fultz’s Position. 

President David L. Fultz, of the fra- 
ternity, issued a statement after the 
adjustment of the Kraft case in which

ne The Kraft controversy has been 
settled to the satisfaction of the play- 
ers, and we trust to the satisfaction 
of the magnates as well. 

“The fraternity is greatly pleased at 
the outcome and wishes. to publicly 
express its appreciation of the square, 
manly way in which Mr. Ebbets has 
faced the issue. 

“The players deserve every credit 
for the dignified, determined way they 
have backed up their organization. 

“I sincerely hope the whole unfortu- 
nate happening will soon be forgotten. 
The trouble with some of the owners 
has been that they have allowed cer- 
tain designing people to fill their 
minds with suspicion against us, 
which prevented their meeting us in 
the proper spirit. This occurrence 
may lead to a Detter understanding and 
the future may be productive of far 
greater harmony. 

“Mr Johnson has said some rather 
rude things about me. He was dowbt- 
less excited, however, and at any rate, 
these hurried statements shall make 
no difference in my friendship for 
him.” 

Herrmann Roasts Fults. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, July 21.—August 
Herrmann, chairman of the national 
baseball commission, after the calling 
off of the proposed players’ strike, Dy 
reason of the settlement in the Kraft 
case today, said: 

‘There is more behind this than is 
apparent now. It is very strange that 
Fultz should take occasion to threaten 
a strike at this time. He has had 
many opportunities to construe the 
meaning of section 9, which relates to 
the drafting of class A players, be- 
fore this, and always has held to my 
interpretation of it. Now that another 
league has started, he has another in- 
terpretation of the clause. Fultz's 
methods are those of a walking dele- 
gate.” 

John J. McGraw, manager of the New 
York National league club, which is 
playing here, while discussing the pro- 
posed strike late today said: 

“Tt would rather have seen the mat- 
ter put through as planned, just to see 
if the players would go on a strike. 

“Tl believe Kraft's Claim was all 
right, but the news of the settlement 
of the case is not especially pleasing, 
because I preferred to see what the 
players would really do. My personal 
opinion is that the players would not 
have struck.”

Feds Win Another Victory 


Bissell, in holdi that the injunction 
was unenforceable, said:

Buffalo, N. Y., July 21.—Organized 
baseball suffered a legal defeat today 
when Justice Herbert P. Bissell grant- 
ed the motion to vacate the injunction 
secured by the Chicago American 
league baseball club, restraining Hal 
Chase from playing with the Buffalo 
Federal league club. 

The lack of mutual obligation in the 
so-called ten-day clause of the con- 
tract under which Chase was playing 
with the Chicago team, whereby the 
club could terminate the contract on 
ten days’ notice, while the player was 
bound under several provisions of the 
“national agreement,” formed the basis 
of the decision vacating the injunction. 

That organized. baseball is a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law was 
denied by Justice Bissell on the ground 
that he cannot agree that “the busi- 
ness of baseball for profit is interstate 
trade or commerce and therefore sub- 
oct to the provisions of the Sherman 
act.” 

The court held, however, that it was 
monopoly of the baseball business in 
contravention of the common law. 

Chase was served with injunction 
papers June 25, while he was playing 
with the Buffalo team at Federal] park. 
He has been on the bench since. In 
his affidavit upon which the motion 
to vacate the injunction was based, 
Chase alleged that he gave the Chi- 
cago club ten days’ notice of hig in- 
tention to leave, at the expiration of 
ro time he signed the Buffalo con- 
ract. 


Justice declared organized 
baseball as complete a monopoly of the 
baseball business for profit as any 
monopoly can be made. 

“It invades the right to contract as 
a property right’ he said, ‘‘and in that 
it is a combination to restrain and to 
control the exercise of a profession or 
calling.” 

The injunction was vacated with $10 
costs to the defendant. 

Feds’ Counsel Plieased. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 21.—This 
indeed, is a victory and one which 
means a great deal to the ball players 
who have for years been tied up to 
the national agreement and restrained 
in their free right to contract,” said 
Edward E. Gates, general counsel of 
the Federal league. “This decision is 
by far the most far reaching that has 
been decided against organized base- 
ball. It will result in great and much 
needed reforms in the national game.”

Athens, Ga, July 21.—(Special.)— 
The conferences of the county school 
Superintendents of the state are under- 
Way with Dr. J. L. McBrien, of the de- 
partment at Washington, an expert in 
rural education, delivering a series of 
discussions on the “Relation of Educa- 
tion to Farming and of Illiteracy to 
Rural Welfare.” .
